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Establishing a National Religion 


The saga of new National and Kansas Science Curriculum 
Standards continues. Over a hundred people testified against 
these standards, a handful for them. Virtually every compe- 
tent reviewer of these standards has commented: "Requires 
major surgery," "Complete rewrite required" or similar 
remarks. Some CSA leaders currently have the privilege of 
helping a citizens committee help the Kansas School Board 
write superior science standards to those being distributed by 
the National Science Foundation and the State Department of 
Education. These efforts are not yet complete but we believe 
they can be revolutionary. Not in attacking evolution, the 
new proposal will not attack evolution, or anything else, but 
they will set a solid standard for science. The Lord willing, 
they could dramatically improve science in America. How 
they will fare politically is another question. Pray.
